1. IN ADDITION TO OTHER SUBJECTS MENTIONED REFTEL, I 
RAISED EMERGENCY USE ISSUE (ARTICLE XI) IN JANUARY 27 
NEGOTIATING SESSION, ASKING MFA SECGEN ELEKDAG 
WHETHER HE HAD BEEN ABLE TO OBTAIN HIS GOVERNMENT'S 
CONCURRENCE FOR OMISSION OF THIS LANGUAGE FROM AGREE- 
MENT. ELEKDAG RESPONDED THAT BOTH THE CHIEE OE THE 
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CAGLAYANGIL REMAIN CONVINCED THAT GOT MUST AS ABSOLUTE 
MINIMUM RETAIN THE LANGUAGE OE THE 1969 DEEENSE 
COOPERATION AGREEMENT ON THIS MATTER (ARTICLE II, 2). 

DIRECTOR GENERAL EOR INTERNATIONAL SECURITY AEFAIRS 
YAUVZALP POINTED OUT THAT CAGLAYANGIL HAD ACTUALLY WORKED 
OUT THE DCA LANGUAGE WITH SECRETARY RUSK AND CONSIDERS 
IT TO BE HIS "BABY". I AGAIN STRESSED THAT EVENTS SINCE 
1969 HAD PUT A DIEEERENT CAST ON THE DCA LANGUAGE. 

2. 1 ASKED TURKISH NEGOTIATORS TO CONSIDER WHETHER 
SOME REFERENCE EARLY IN THE AGREEMENT TAKING INTO 
ACCOUNT TURKISH CONSTITUTIONAL PROCESSES WOULD NOT RPT 
NOT SUEEICE SINCE NATIONAL EMERGENCY POWERS WERE .SPECIFIED 
IN TURKISH CONSTITUTION. YAVUZALP REPLIED THAT DCA 
CLAUSE WAS ACTUALLY OVERLY RESTRICTIVE FROM TURKISH 
POINT OF VIEW IN THAT IT LIMITED TURKISH SOVEREIGN 
RIGHTS OF SELF-PROTECTION BUT ITS ABSENCE FROM THE 

AGREEMENT WOULD BE IMMEDIATELY NOTED AND WOULD BECOME A 
POLITICAL ISSUE. HE AND ELEKDAG POINTED OUT THAT DCA 
ARTICLE PERMITTED GOT ONLY "TO TAKE REQUIRED RESTRICTIVE 
MEASURES FOR THE SAFEGUARD OF NATIONAL EXISTENCE." AS 
EXAMPLE OF SUCH MEASURES ELEKDAG CITED REQUIREMENT 
THAT U.S. REMOVE AIRCRAFT FROM RUNWAYS REQUIRED FOR 
TURKISH OPERATIONS. 

3. COMMENT: MY IMPRESSION IS THAT TURKS WILL DEFINITELY 
NOT RPT NOT YIELD ON THIS ISSUED IN ANKARA. IT IS 
POSSIBLE, BUT NOT RPT NOT LIKELY THAT IT CAN BE AMENDED 

IN THE WASHINGTON MEETINGS. IT IS HOWEVER NOT RPT NOT LIKELY 
TO HAPPEN IN EITHER PLACE BECAUSE OF A) CAGLAYANGIL'S 
PRIDE OF AUTHORSHIP AND B) EXTREME IMPORTANCE TURKS 
HAVE ALWAYS ATTACHED TO THIS LANGUAGE FROM 
DOMESTIC POLITICAL VIEWPOINT. IT IS THEIR MAIN COUNTER 
TO THE CHARGE THAT INSTALLATIONS ARE NOT REALLY UNDER 
TURKISH SOVEREIGNTY. 
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
